Claim 12 is rejected under 35 USC 102 as unpatentable as shown by Chi or Kuriyama et 
al. See Figure 3, claim 7, of Chi with "film" 100 of "silicon oxynitride", "photodiode" 38, 
"isolation" 68 and "element" 44, 46. See Figure 1, column 7, of Kuriyama et al with "film" 15a 
of "silicon oxynitride", "photodiode" 13, "isolation" lib and "element" 12. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 USC 102 as unpatentable as shown by Murakami. See 
Figures 1, 9, with "film" 16, P+ "isolation", "photodiode" 2 and "element" 17. The "light- 
receiving surface protecting film" (claims 4, 10) reads on layer 14 of Figure 1, the "protecting 
film" (claims 3, 5, 8, 11) reads on layer 18 of Figure 9. The "plurality of insulating films" (claim 
9) reads on layers 18, 22 of Figure 9. 

Ohkubo is cited of interest in showing use of silicon nitride as a antireflection film.
